MOft excellent Prince, andyou Nobles of the King- 
domof £/**»<!, you know very well what a bard 
task we have in hand , having undertaken to; wreft the 
Kingdom of WW out of the hands of the Englijbmcn^ 
who for many yeers have kept it very ftrongly : neither 
are ye ignorant ( unlefle all our Letters , have bean, i jqtejv 
cepted) what good (uccefle oiwr proceedings jhave had 
hitherto-, havingalmoft opened to you ancmrk to that 
Kingdom, which heretofore hath fo ftrongly qppqfe^, 
and having made free paffage for any of your Forcessincp 
Inland, our name alfo becoming terrible not here onely, 
butalfo vnEngland, It doth concern you many wayes to
